The number of votes polled at the 


lale election, is less, by more than 1000, 
than the full number.—This is owing, 
in some degree, to the getting- up of a 
new party, and the formation of a third 
ticket, which threw matters into confu 
sion, and perplexed the. minds of many 
voters. The principal contest, and in- 
deed what most entirely engrossed at- 
tention and concern, was for the Mem- 
bers of the Legislature. 
It will be seen 


by reference to the returns, that Mr. 
M*Sherry and Mr. Middlecojfh<ive been 
elected, by an average majority of 124i 
over the two candidates on the anti-ma- 
sonic ticket. 
Mr. Clarke received 303 


votes—and Mr. Macfarlane, although 
he had declined being1 a candidate, re- 
ceived 155. 
The other parts of the 


Ticket received but little attention from 
the two old parties—to which circum- 
stance is owing the unfavorable result. 


ICfTo shew the extraordinary and 


foul means used to defeat Mr. M'Sherry 
at the late election, we will mention, 
that Tickets were printed, both in En- 
glish and German, and circulated in 
some of the districts, of the following- 
character :—Senator. James M'Sherry. 
This was done with the intention of 
deceiving the friends of Mr. M'Sherry, 
and diverting so many votes from him, 
as a candidate for the House of Repre- 
sentatives, In the Bonaughtown dis- 
trict, ten tickets of this kind were voted.

rrHEREAS. by an act. of the Gen- 
f 
eral Assembly of this Common- 


wealth, passed the twenty-second day 
of April last, entitled An act "relative 
to the Pennsylvania Canal and Hail 
Road," the Governor is authorized to 
borrow on the credit of the Common- 
wealth, two millions and t\vo hundred 
thousand dollars, to be expended in the 
construction of the Pennsylvania Canal 
and Rail Road, and to be reimbursed at 
any time after twenty-five years from 
the first day of December ne:u. 
And 


whereas, by the same act the Governor 
is authorised to negociate temporary 
loans, for such sums as should be ne- 
cessary previous to the negociatiou of 
the permanent loan, to he repaid out of 
the permanent loan aforesaid, within 
six months from the passage of said 
Act; and a failure to obtain on perma- 
nent loan the sums required, having 
made it necessary to obtain on tempo- 
rary loan a large portion of ihe sum au- 
thorized to be borrowed, which tempo- 
rary loans, agreeably to the provisions 
of said act, will become payable on the 
twenty-second day of this month, and 
the Commissioner of Loans having re- 
ported to me that only a part of the per- 
manent loan has been obtained, and ii 
appearing to be very improbable that 
the residue will be obtained in time to
